Please pardon the <elay in answering 
your letter and returning your coin. This piece 
has bothered me very much. I have been unable to 
attribute this as the lettering is so bungled it 
telis no story. The hand is found occassionally 
on English coins also on Danish but more fre- 
uently on Bohemian coins. The reverse is more 
like a Saxon coin than anything else but the 
fabrie and general style is not English and I cannot 
find this combination among Danish or Scandinavian 
Goins. The hand side is almost identical with certain 
Bohemian coins of the period of Boleslaw II 967+ 
999 A. De, but I cannot find this reverse type at all, 
Until you get better information I would put it down 
as Bohemian. I am herewith returning the coin.
